In  the  First  Edition  of  this  Satire,  published  (luofit/- 
mousty,  fourteen  lines  on  the  subject  of  Bowles's  Popt 
icere  tvritten  and  inserted  at  the  request  of  an  ingenious 
friend  of  mine,  who  has  now  in  the  press  a  volume  o/ 
Poetry.  In  the  present  Edition  they  are  erased,  and  some 
of  my  own  substituted  in  their  stead;  my  o)ily  reason  fo/ 
this  being  that,  which  I  conceive  would  operate  with  any 
other  person  in  the  same  manner ;  a  determiiiation  not  to 
publish  with  my  name  any  production  which  icas  not  entirely 
and  exclusively  my  oicn  composition. 

With  regard  to  the  real  talents  of  many  of  the  poefiral 
persons  ivhose  performances  are  mentioned,  or  alluded  to, 
in  the  following  pages,  it  is  ]>resumed  by  the  Author  that

The  biography  of  Gilpin  Horner,  and  the  marvellous  j)e- 
destrian  page,  who  travelled  twice  as  fast  as  his  master's 
horse,  without  the  aid  of  seven-leagued  boots,  are  chef 
dwuvres  in  the  improvement  of  taste.  For  incident  we  have 
the  invisible,  but  by  no  means  sparing,  box  on  the  ear,  be- 
stowed on  the  page,  and  the  entrance  of  a  Knight  and 
Charger  into  the  castle,  under  the  very  natural  disguise  of  a 
wain  of  hay.  3Iarmion,  the  liero  of  the  latter  romance,  is 
t'xactly  what  William  of  Deloraine  would  have  been,  had  he 
been  able  to  read  and  write.  The  Poem  was  manufactured 
fi)r  Messrs.  Cgnstaulk,  Murray,  and  Mili.kr,  worshipful 
Booksellers,  in  consideration  of  the  receipt  of  a  sum  of 
monev,  and  truly,  considering  the  inspiration,  it  is  a  vtry 
rrf'(lital)le  production.  If  Mr.  StoTT  will  write  for  liire, 
let  liim  do  his  best  for  his  paymasters,  but  not  disgiare  his 
genius,  which  is  undoubtedly  ijreat,  by  a  repetition  of  black 
I'-tter  Ballad  imitations. 
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And  skip  at  every  step,  Lord  knows  how  high, 
And  frighten  fooHsh  babes  the  Lord  knows  why, 
While  high-born  ladies  in  their  magic  cell, 
Forbidding  Knights  to  read  who  cannot  spell, 
Dispatch  a  courier  to  a  wizard's  grave, 
And  fight  with  honest  men  to  shield  a  knave.

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POSTSCRIPT.
